The betel tree 1* among the most com- 
mon in Slam, sending up a trunk some- 
times full sixty feet, always, like the 
cocoauut, limbless except for Its bush 
of a top, where, again like the cocoa, 
the nuts grow in closely attached 
bunches, to harden and redden before 
gathered. 


The cardamom seed, or clove, is an 


extra of the well to do and especially 
of tlie women. 
The common habit 


among men of the country is to add a 
pinch of tobacco after first rubbing it 
over their gums. The bright red saliva 
from chewing is, in the town house, 
carefully deposited In a handsome sil- 
ver receptacle. 
In the up country 


house slits between the open bamboo 
flooring obviate the necessity for such 
niceties. But always-on formal occa- 
sion, even in the jungle edge, the betel 
nut chewer carries his box for the free- 
ly flowing juice that stains the teeth 
a deep'.red, which among the better 
class with care and attention becomes 
a highly polished black. 


And tins is true even of Siam's most 


enlightened classes, whom contact with 
tbe outside world appears not to win 
from tbe betel nut aud discolored teeth. 
lu Bangkok I talked with one of royal 
blood and his wife, both of whom had 
lived several j-ears in England, yet the 
teeth of each were black as ebony, aud 
the woman frankly expressed iier dis- 
gust at the white teeth of foreigners.

How "lletleaK:" Gut It. Name. 


"Vote" is a word with a curious his- 


tory. To the Uomau a "votuui" was a 
solemn promise made to a deity. From 
the solemn promise itself the meaning 
of 
"votiim" gradually became tbe 


prayer or intense wish that accompa- 
nied the promise aud -then any intense 
wish whatever. So far the develop- 
ment proceeded in Latin, and "vote" 
passed into English with the same 
sense.

HoIV to Water I'lantl. 


Watering plants is really an art that 


few understand, says, a writer in the 
New York Telegram. 
Many women 


give them little drinks every day and 
because tlie earth on top is moist think 
that the roots are being well provided 
for. But daily sprinkling is not bene- 
ficial as a rule. TJic watering times 
had better be* less often and thorough 
tban once in-'twenty-four hours, when 
only the upper soil is wet and the 
roots are left thirsty. I believe in the 
old fashioned way of Immersing tbe 
plants hi a bucket or big tub full of 
water at a temperature that1 will not 
chill and let tbem stay for several 
hours until there can be no doubt that 
the water has penetrated to tbe very 
bottom, where hiost of the roots gath- 
er. Tbe best time to do this is in the 
morning, so that most of tbe moisture 
will have bad time to be absorbed or 
drained off before the cold of the night 
can chill'the'plants. One way of wash: 
Ing off the leaves and at the same time 
watering the roots is to place the plants 
under a faucet and turn on a small 
spray. This is<lecidedly beneficial, for 
It falls on them Just as rain does. 
Whenever it is possible put the pottM 
plants outdoors, so they can be rained 
on, tof a person can almost see them 
grow after such a wetting from nature.

About the Ix'St remedy for this too 


common trouble is to avoid it by step- 
ping si|iiari-ly on tlie foot and ubjve all 
by having the shoes made with a de- 
cided curve uniler the instep ami hav- 
ing-this part of the shoe made very 
strong ami solid. This supports the 
under part of the arch and sustains it. 
There are various contrivances for this 
purpose, some made of hardened rub- 
ber to place in tbe shoe and so formed 
as to support that portion of the foot, 
but they slip about so that they fail 
of tlielr purpose. Tin Instep support- 
ers are also prescribed, and, -while bet- 
ter than the rubber ones, they still fall 
far short of perfection and are apt to 
hurt. The rubber supporters cause the 
foot to perspire, the celluloid ones are 
hard and have no spring, while the 
metal ones give many causes for com- 
plaint. 


The very best and surest of all the 


plans for the alleviation of this modern 
complaint Is to wrap a narrow band- 
age with surgical precision around 
that part of the foot as Boon as It be- 
gins to feel weak or grinds along the

If tlie laces are very ohl 
and look lifeless 1 put them through a 
thin starch made from gum arable and 
water that Is sure to give tlie coveted 
freshness of even new laces. 


"Throughout the cleaning I do not 


once ruli the nets. Once the lace is 
phmed in shape on the drying board it 
should be put in the sun, where it will 
dry and whiten as it dries. When re- 
moved from the drying board the lace 
should be crisp aud fresh looking. If 
It is not to be used immediately 1 
would advise rolling and wrapping 
carefully In blue tissue paper, which 
helps to keep It white. 


"Occasionally laces look yello-w after 


the washing, and to take out this un- 
desirable discoloration I rub them all 
over with white soap after putting 
through the blue water and lay tbem 
flat on a white china plate In the sun. 
In most cases I have found that this 
treatment bleaches successfully. If it 
does not tbe first time I repeat It until 
they are whitened." 


One way to clean black lace at home 


after thoroughly brushing it with a 
soft whisk to get out the loose dust is 
to dip It through ordinary drinking tea 
in which a little melted white soap 
has been poured. It is then rinsed 
through clear ten and soaked in a tea 
preparation for several hours. 


This last washing of tea is made 


from one teuspoouful of gum arable, 
the same amount of dry tea, to which 
Is added a pint of boiling water. 
Aft- 


er these ingredients have been wcl 
cooked over a slow lire Into a kind o 
thin jelly it is' strained through a cloth 
and is ready for use. 


The lace is dipped In and out of this 


preparation for several minutes am 
should then be put to dry, stretching 
out the edges and figures in the pat 
tern with pins on a smooth backing 
When dry the lace should be perfectly 
clean and free from all spots aud 
crisp like new.

The customs of mourning as prac- 


ticed in various parts of the world 
•eem at first sight to have little rela- 
tion with each other 'or with the in- 
ward grief which they are supposed 
to typify. Yet by the exercise of a lit- 
tle patience many resemblances may 
be discovered among them. The wid- 
ow's cap, for example, dates back to 
the days of ancient Egypt. Egyptian 
men shaved the beard and head as a 
token of mourning. The women, In- 
stead of cutting off the hair, concealed 
it by a close cap. The Romans, who 
were as a race clean shaven, shaved 
the head in mourning and wore a wig. 


The black band on the sleeve as a 


•Ign of mourning comes to us from the 
days of chivalry. The lady tied a scarf 
or napkin, as the handkerchief was 
called, about the arm of her knight. 
If he was killed In battle she wore the 
band in memory of him. 


Black has so long been the color of 


grief in Anglo-Saxon countries that it 
seems a. part of the upside down civ- 
ilization of the east that Japan and 
China wear white. But no longer ago 
than the time of Elizabeth the unfor- 
tunate Mary of Scotland wore white 
on. the death of Darnlcy. Even now 
the hearse used for. children is white, 
and in England the mourners at fu 
tierals of young unmarried persons 
wear hatbands and sashes of white. 


A queer English custom Is that of 


decorating the black h«arse horses with' 
long false black tails. They attract no 
more notice on a street In Liverpool 
than do the black nets used in this 
country to cover the horses. 


A great many sensible people protest 


that wearing tokens of mourning Is a 
barbaric custom that should be abol- 
ished or greatly modified, but when 
loss and grief actually come Into the 
individual life one discovers that thcr» 
Is a strange, subtle fitness In gloomy 
garments and that they answer to the 
need of the soul for silence and sepa- 
ration.

How tin Make Indelible Ink. 


Indelible ink for marking linen may 


be easily prepared at home by putting 
two Inches of lunar caustic in an ounce 
bottle and filling the bottle up with 
good vinegar. Be careful that the bot- 
tle Is perfectly clean or the result will 
not be satisfactory. 
Cork tightly and 


leave In a sunny place for two days 
before Using. In using indelible Ink It 
will be found more satisfactory to 
write on the goods If the following- 
preparation is first used: Put hi a clean 
bottle a scant dessertspoonful of salts 
of tartar and a lump of gum arable the 
site of a hickory nut 
Fill the bottle 


with rain water and stand In a sunny 
place for a couple of days before using. 
To use, dip a camel's hair brush in the 
gum liquid and paint over a space on 
the linen large enough to contain the 
Initials or name desired, then allow It 
to dry for at least twenty-four hours 
and iron before using the Indelible ink. 
Always use a new pen aud dry In tin. 
sun, If possible.

Heat is by fur the best remedy for 


earache. Let the child lie with his ear 
against a covered hot water bag or 
heat a flannel over a lamp and place It 
against his ear, changing it often so 
as to keep it very hot. If this does not 
help, try syringing the ear with very 
hot water of a temperature of 105 de- 
grees to 110 degrees F,. Do not use 
a poultice or blister unless the doc- 
tor especially orders it.

How to Care Calloniied Feet. 


So many are annoyed with trouble- 


some calloused spots on the bottoms of 
the feet. 
This can be very easily 


helped, if not entirely cured, by using 
a piece of rough pumice Stono, sawing 
a piece off one side to make a flat sur- 
face, says Health Culture. Soak the 
feet In warm water to soften the spots, 
dry them and while still soft gently rub 
with the flat surface of the stone, and 
It will surprise you to see how much 
of the hardened skin has been removed. 
Repeat this process once or twice a 
week, but not often enough to make 
them sore, and great relief will be ob- 
tained thereby. 


How to Wa>k Cbauoi> Glorei. 
To wash chamois gloves make a 


strong suds with white castile soap 
or any other kind of good white soap 
and to two quarts of suds add one tea- 
spoonful of borax dissolved in half a 
pint of hot water, says the Philadel- 
phia Bulletin. 
When the suds are 


cold put the gloves on the bands and 
wash them slowly and gently, as if 
washing the hands. Hlnse in the same 
manner in clear water; then draw off 
gently uud hang in a shady place to 
dry, drawing them into shape when 
they aru almost dry. When perfectly 
dry rub between the hands to soften 
them. 


How to Dry Clean White Cordaroj. 


To dry clean white corduroy covei 


with equal quantities of flour and salt 
and rub this over the whole garment, 
kneading with the hands as you would 
If you were using soap and water. 
Throw away the flour and salt and 
cover with plain flour. Keep covered 
In a box or where It will be In dark- 
ness for 
twenty-four hours. 
Then 


shake off the flour. There Is another 
way to clean corduroy—with turpen- 
tine. Be sure that you get It pure and 
with plenty of clean cloths sponge a 
portion of the garment then wipe 
With one or more cloths. When tie en- 
tire garment has be«n cleaned, hang 
In the air and afterward. If possible,'In 
a bot room.

That the work may be 
properly done 1 recommend that the 
salary of oue member of the board of 
assessors be increased to au atnouut 
sufficient to command his entire time. 
It cauuot be expected that in the few 
weeks now given to the ueeds of the 
city by Ihe assessors of taxes Ibis work 
receives tbe alteuiiou its iuuportauce 
demands.

For a uumber 
of yeats tbe original laud owuer was 
taxed foi the laud aud.tbe builder of 
tbe horn* was uever taxed during that 
This brings us to another point in 
this subject worthy ot consideration, 
aud oue which bas many advantages 
to recommend it—lhat ol making It 
obligatory upon all wbo contemplate 
inaklug improvements to their prop- 
erty io secure building pe"nltt). ue- 
positing at the lime of apphcaliou au 
estimate of the cost of tbe proposed 
improvement, iu order that tbe oily 
may uol only receive the taxes there- 
fore, but that tbe building inspector, 
uuder au ordinance providing therefor, 
may be enabled to pass upon tbe safe- 
ty of the proposed Improvement. The 
work of isauiug tbe building permits 
might properly be placed Iu charge of 
tbe permanent assessor.

large amouut appropriated yearly for

carefully expended iu order lo oblaiu 
Ibe beel results. 
With 85 miles of 


alreets it Is a serious propoaltiuu lo 
keep them all iu good condition, but 
tbe main thoroughfares should receive 
the most careful attention. 


Witb tbe adveut of tbe automobile a 


new elemeut demands consideration. 
High-speed, machines of this type are 
particularly destructive to our uiac- 
ndam streets aud are said by leading 
road experts to do greater damage 
tbau heavy ladeu teams. It would 
appear to be a wise provision ou the 
part of tbe Cily Council to Impose a 
local license fee ou autouioulles, to be 
rated by their norse-pjwer, tha pr,>- 
ceeds from, these licenses to be devoted 
to tbe care of our streets. 
It would appear to be wisu economy 


to improve our most heavily trafficked 
streets with a permanent pavement. 
Our expetieuce with the bltuluhic pave- 
ment Iu Broadway aud Spring street 
would warrant its adoptiou for streets 
to be permanently paved. 


I recommend that a committee be 


appointed to further the Washington 
street extension negotiations.

ment at the hands of Morocco. 


So from considerations such as the 


perpetuation of the open door and fair 
trade for all In Morocco, the United 
States government feels that it has the 
right and duty to participate In this 
important conference. As to the ques- 
tion of policing the Moroccan frontier, 
they stand uncommitted either to the 
German proposition, which favors the 
creation of an International police force, 
or the French plan of employing Al- 
gerian police for this purpose.

Zanzibar and the general west coast 


of Africa produce the best elephant 
Ivory, while the Siberian ivory from 
the dead mastodon is the least valu- 
able, yet requiring good Judgment to 
distinguish It in many cases. 
This 


"dead" ivory from Siberia Is less val- 
uable In a ball than is the composition 
of celluloid and bone dust. The tusk 
of the African elephant will run from 
seventy-five pounds to 150 pounds. But 
no two tusks, even of Uie same weight, 
present like possibilities iu ball mak- 
ing. One tusk may be blunt and short, 
while the other is thin and miming to 
a sharp pbiut. lu a general way, how- 
ever, a tusk that weighs 1HO pounds 
will be about five feet six inches long. 
Its general structure is Unit of the 
cow's horn, running from a shell at 
the base, gradually thickening until 
the hollow disappears, a little short of 
half the tusk's length. From tills end- 
ing of tlie hollow the tusk tapers sharp- 
ly until, if it makes three billiard balls 
of standard size and best quality, it is 
all that may be expected of It for thut 
purpose. This means that a little less 
than eight Inches of the tusk's length 
is available. 
Flow to dispose of the 


remainder of It to the best advantage, 
leaving only a few ounces !• loss, is 
the chief business of the ivory worker. 


Cutting a tusk for the three bail 


blocks is a job In Itself. Tn the first 
place, the length of the hollow cannot 
he certain; also the outside of the tusk 
almost certfilnly will have sand cracks 
In the enamel, and whether they be 
deep or shallow will lie of ranch con- 
sequence. But, allowing for these mi- 
nute cracks, which must bo turned out 
to the last shadow from the best ball, 
together with the last microscopic 
trace of Uie enamel, the first block for 
the ball is cut as close as possible to 
'the point of the tusk. After tills first 
block Is cut to the last limit of econ- 
omy the others may be cut compara- 
tively easily.—Chicago Tribune.

"Such arguments as these might 


have their effect if woman suffrage 
were au untried uxpenmeiii, but in the 
light of revealed fact, as we see It in 
our titalt, Ihe absurdity of Dr. Peters' 
posit ion 
in glaring, Tbe 
dreadful 


effects of woman suffrage on the quali- 
ties that we uioBl adml™ are purely 
and wholly imaginary.

In accordance with the usual cus- 


tom, I present, so far as I am able at 
the present lime, the following state- 
ment of the city's debt aud financial 
standing: 


The available cash balance at the be- 


ginning of the fiscal year was about 
?5u,000, aud at Ibe close of the same 
wan only ?2,000. Although this shows 
an apparent decrease in the balance 
of ?53,DOO. the financial condition of 
the city Is better, at the close, than at 
the beginning of the year. One of the 
obligations of the city, at tiie begin- 
ning of the year, wim the proceeds re- 
ceived for the saie of more, than one- 
half of the new high school bonds. The 
proceeds of these bonds, when sold, 
were placed iu the general fuud of the 
city, thereby saving 'the necessity of 
borrowing that amount of money until 
it should be required for the high 
school, and at the beginning of the 
year had to be provided for. 
This 


amounted to about ?SO,000, of which 
the £55,000 balance was part, and iu 
icaliiy made the* city overdrawn §25,- 
OOU at the commencement of the year, 
instead of having a balance of §55,000. 


The floating indebtedness of flo.OO!) 


has been leduced by 
I be payment of 


?80.000 of the notes. These payments 
have all been made from the current 
funds collected during the year. The 
unpaid taxes at presenl are about §10,- 
000 more than at the same time last 
year. These, together with the pay- 
ment of ihe high school obligation and 
the payment on account of the lloating 
indebtedness, show that the citv is 
about $70,000 better oil' than at the 
beginning of Ihe year. 


The bonded indebtedness has been 


reduced from $1,077,000 lo 51,047,000 by 
the payment of $30,000 scuoolhouse 
bonds due March 1, 1905.. These bonds 
were paid from the sinking fund pro- 
vided by the city for the payment of 
i|b bonds as they become due. Pro- 
vision was made by the City Council, 
In 1904, establishing a sinking fund for 
the retirement of all Its bonds Issued, 
or that may hereafter lie issued, as 
they become due.
